VT. MEETINGS 

The Council shall at least meet once a year. The quorum 
for any meeting of the Council shall bd 10. If the Chairman 
is unable to attend any meeting of the Council, any member 
of the Council chosen, at the commencement of the meeting 
to be the Chairman, shall be the Chairman of that meet- 
ing. 

VII. REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE COUNCIL 

The Council shall submit annually a report of its work 
to the National Committee on Women’s Welfare.
